The Standard for photovoltaic in- 


verters provides relief 

The CISPR 11 standard with the 
catchy title "Industrial, scientific and medi- 
cal equipment - Radio disturbance character- 
istics - Limits and methods of measurement" 
covers power electronic devices such as solar 
inverters. Although there were voltage limits 
for conducted emissions at the mains port in 
the past, limits for the connections to the 
solar cells were missing. 

After a positive vote of the interna- 
tional standard bodies, CISPR 11 Ed.6.0 is 
about to appear officially. In this new ver- 
sion, limits finally apply (74 dBuV between 
500 kHz and 30 MHz) for the DC terminals, 
in particular for systems up to 20 kVA in 
residential environments (Class B). 

Through intensive work of the TARU 
in the standardization bodies during the last 
5 years, this goal has now finally been 
achieved. "But the work in terms of photo- 
voltaic does not end here," said Thilo Kootz, 
DLOKCE, EMC Coordinator of IARU. “The 
limits are currently being validated by 
checking the emissions of installations in a 
computer model. It is possible that limits will 
be readjusted after this validation phase. 
With the current limit, however, a reasona- 
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ble protection for shortwave reception has 
already been achieved." 


The LX9YL Project

tive using the special call sign LX9YL from 
Eisenborn between 7 and 10 August. The 
team will consist of Dora, HB9EPE, Johanna, 
DJ5YL, Mado, FIEOY, Christine, F4GDI, 
Claudine, F5JER, Tina, DL5YL, Evelyne, 
F5RPB, and Sophie, F4DHQ. 

They plan to have three stations on 
the air covering 160 to 6 metres using CW, 
SSB and the digital modes (PSK31, 63, 125 
and RTTY). The logs will be uploaded to 
Clublog as frequently as possible.

NCDXF Makes Major Grant to 2016 


Juan de Nova Island DXpedition 

The Northern California DX Founda- 
tion (NCDXF) has donated $25 000 to the 
Juan de Nova Island (FT4/J) DXpedition, 
planned for March 2016. Located off the 
eastern coast of Mozambique, Juan de Nova 
is among the Top 10 most-wanted DXCC enti- 
ties. "Without major financial support from 
NCDXF, DXpeditions like this to challenging 
or rare locations would not be possible," 
NCDXF Vice President Glenn Johnson, 
WOGJ, said in announcing the grant. "Juan 
de Nova is a very small and very environmen- 
tally fragile area. There are strict limita- 
tions to the number of visitors and the time 
allowable on the island. The team's antenna 


plans, pilot feedback plans and enthusiasm 
should make this entity available to many 
DXers." 

Johnson said donations from Ama- 
teur Radio clubs make such DXpeditions pos- 
sible. 


The ZS5 Sprint 

This is a fun activity to promote con- 
tacts between radio amateurs in Kwazulu- 
Natal and radio amateurs in Southern Afri- 
can countries. The Sprint will be run from 
14:00 to 15:00 UTC on Sunday 5 July 2015. 

The exchange for KZN stations is a 
RS or RST report and town name or abbrevi- 
ation. For non-KZN stations, it is a RS or 
RST report and provincial or country abbre- 
viation. The following frequencies must be 
used - CW 7 000 to 7 140 kHz and phone 7 
130 to 7 190 kHz. 

For KZN stations the scoring is - 
contacts with stations in ZS5 are worth 1 
point and contacts with stations in other ZS 
call areas or Southern African countries are 
worth 2 points. 

For non-KZN stations the scoring is - 
contacts with stations in ZS5 are worth 2 
points and contacts with stations in own or 
other ZS call areas (excluding ZS5) or 
Southern African countries are worth 1 
point. 

Contacts with the Highway ARC, 
ZS5HAM, the Durban ARC, ZS5D, the Hi- 
biscus Coast ARC, ZS5HAC, the Zululand 
ARC, ZS5ZLB, the Midlands ARC, ZS5PMB, 
or the Noord Natal Amateurradioklub, 
ZS5NAK, is worth 5 points each, only one 
contact per station is allowed. 

Log sheets must be submitted by 13 
July 2015 by e-mail to harc@harc.org.za. A 
certificate will be awarded to the 1st, 2nd 
and 3rd place in the competition.
